by the people to the Government to proceed with islation which, while 


dealing with, and as far’as possible eliminating,, excesses in drinking, will . 
restore respect for law, and recognize the right of the citizen to regulate his 


private life in accordance with the principles of moderation and sanity. 
- Prohibition is a denial of such.a mandate. It consists of an absolute 
order of “MUST NOT”. 

That it undermined private and public life—that it nied lawless- 
ness profitable—that it took revenues which should be used for the public 
good—that it created evils harder to subdue than those. it pretended to 
abolish—was the verdict:of Alberta, Saskatchewan and*Manitoba within 
the ‘last year. They had tried Prohibition for seven years and! ica that 
period quite long enough. 

Of course, the verdict was not rendered without a fight. J oat as here, 
the people were told of the wonders of prohibition, They were told how 
rich they had become, how sober they were, how cfime had vanished, how 
low: taxes were and how happy and prosperous everybody was. -“Impar- 

tial” writers wrote articles in the newspapers, “unbiased” speakers BEES 
speeches, 

But the people were not moved. They knew better: 


Then they acted. Just as soon as the opportunity arose they. footed 
for Government Control: The Prohibitionists tried to preveht the people” 


from expressing their views.. Everywhere they said that a vote was 
unnecessary and sought to avoid one. Just as here. 
But the people prevailed. They decided that, through there, Govern- 
ments, they would take control. themselves.

Immigration to Canada for the 
month of August, 1924, totalled 20,- 
136, of whom 5,706 were from the 
British Isies, 1,784 from the United 
States, and 12,696 from other coun- 
tries, Immigration for the first five 
months of the fiscal year totalled 
76,719. In the same period 23,861 
Canadians have returned to Canada 
from domicile in the United States, 











As an indication that the tide of 

settlers has definitely set in the 
direction of Canada, it has been 
made known by the Department of 
Immigration and Colonization that 
5,000 acres of land near Lethbridge 
hes been sold to ten families of 75 
persons from South Dakota. This, 
it is announced, is only the advance 
guard of a considerable northward 
movement from that region.

Matthews Given’ 
Two Year Term 


Was Found Guilty of Con- 
spiring at Toronto 
Last Night 


Toronto, Oct. 29—Charles H. Mat- 
thews, former: deputy treasurer’ of On- 
tario, was last night convicted of con- 
spiracy and of taking secret commissions 
and was given two years in Portsmouth 
penitentiary, 

_H. H. Gordon, counsel defending 
Matthews, asked that the case be taken 
from the j and the charge dismissed, 
contending that the Crown had failed to 
show Matthews as being connected with 
the deal at all. 

The request was refused and the de- 
fence was started with the calling of 
Peter Smith, former provincial treasurer 
who was convicted in the same court 
last week of conspiracy to defraud. 

In calling for his witness, Mr. Gordon 
said: “Hon, Peter Smith.” 

“Drop the Honorable,” said His Lord 
ship. “The title ceases when he is no 
longer a mtmber of the Government.” 

Mr. Smith swore that Matthews had 
no right to buy bonds of any kind with- 
out an order-in-council from the Goy- 
ermmment. or special instructions from the 
mfnister, He said that Matthews had 
néver acted alone ‘in deciding to buy 
honds. W. N. Douglas, chief clerk of 
the Treasury Department, another de- 
fence witness, said t hat.the Govern- 
ment had purchased bonds of the same 
kind as those involved in the charges for 
much higher prices t han they paid Hart 
for his. It is upon these Hart bonds 
that Matthew is charged. 

Mr. Gordon, arguing for 3 non-auit, 
said that the only evidence, that Matt- 
hews ever got a dollar was the hearsay 
evidence of Ross. He argued. that an 
indictment of this kind could not be laid 
after two years had elapsed from the 
time of the alleged crime.

for which there are no claimants, The 
deposits range’ in value from a few 
dollars to th nds of doilars and are 
in the forny of\ynclaimed accounts. 

In some cases the deposits be!ong to 
persons who hate been missing for 
seuis, and in a few cases the sums 
were left i the accounts unwittingly 

y depositors. The vast majority of 
he cases, however, represent the de- 
posits of persous who have died with- 
wut near relatives or heirs. 

Each year it !s the custom for the 
banks to advertise these unclaimed 
thousands, and many odd situations 
result, : 

Tn ono recent case 142 persons claim- 
d the account of one James Sullivan, 
a sailor who had disappeared. The 
oank's lezal experts, however, demand 
ed that the claimants have legal proof, 
but not one of the 142 cou'd iurnish 
satisfactory proof. 

Frequently the banks have to go to 
court to defend the deposits from_per- 
sons who claim them i!legally. In fact. 
here is believed to be an organization 
of crooks in New York whose purpose 
is to try to get posseasion of some of 
hese accounts, 

If the deposits are not claimed for 20 
years, they cease to bear interest. and 
hen the bank tries by some other 
method than advertising to find legal 
claimants.

nelthor justified nor fair. A copy of 
this resolution was duly sent to the 
secretary cf the Fire Underwriters, As- 
sociation, and the following reply, 
which was read at a meeting of the 
city council, has been received: 

“Dear Sir—I am in receipt of your 
favor of the 14th {nst., ,enclosing 
copy of 2 resolution of your council 
referring to the recont increase in 
rates on retail stocks, and I in due 
course brought the same before the 
committee of our association which 
deals with such matters. 

“ft was instructed to say, in case 
the subject has not been clearly un- 
derstood, that the Increase was not 
spccially Imposed upon Woodstock, 
dut was over the whole province. 
Tho reason for it was such as made 
it a necessity as the loss record on 
retall stocks had over a period of 
years shown the excessive ratio of 
66 per cent. and ff Id be plain 
that companies () ith their 
eyes open continue to writo business 
at less than cost. . 

“The members of the committce 
were quite prepared to admit that 
your city had been fortunate as re- 
gards its loss ratio, but you are by 
no means alone In this regard, and 
this matter of loss record has in 
your casa been very fully recogniz- 
od by the exceptionally low key 
Tate enjoyed by your merchants for 
fire Insurance, a key rate, I may say, 
lower, In some cases considerably so 
than any large city in the province. 
It is Jower also than your general 
fire appliances, if these were made 
the only measure, wonld call for. 

“As stated above the in- 
crease Was a general ono for gen- 
eral conditions, and this {s the pro- 
per_way in which insurance rates 
must bo made. This being the case, 
the committee regrets that it finds 
Itself unabie té make any exception 
which in their view would bo unfair 
in favor of Woodstock.

Big Business May 
Open Waterways 


Heavy Shippers Show Rec 
tiveness Under Existing: 
Freight Rates. 


Washington, Oct, 29—Indications are 
not lacking thst the movement for in- 
land waterway improvement and de- 
velopment of use of the waterways may 
soon receive strong backing from some 
of the big business interests in thia 
country. Shippers of heavy products 
sre showing increasing restiveness 
under tho freight rates wnich tho rail 
roads {nrpose and increasing disposi- 
tion to turn toward the waterwaya. 

Not only are the farmera and hand- 
lers of grain and other agricultural 
products becoming more and more con 
verted to the need of greater use of the 
waterways but.so are auch intcrests a» 
the coal interests. Coal mén in the 
United States are finding their mar‘- 
ets restricted by lack of ample faci}- 
“ties for shipment of edal by boat and 
barge. Decline of Canadian coal pur- 
chases from the United Ctates, espec- 

-y eoft coal, is leading to consider- 
ation of railroad freight rates and hew 
far the conditions could be improved 
by more use of water routes, includ- 
‘ng development of the St. Lawrence 
waterway, 

Progress of the present campaign dis 
sleses that the waterway question is get 
ting much attention, especially in the 
altural regions of the Mississippi 
Valley, LaFolletto is urging waterway 
development. including the St, Lawr- 
ence project. Moreover, many of the 
candidates for Congress without regard 
o'party are pledging themselves to 
waterway development, - 

‘The result of this, in the opinion of 
advocates of internal waterway devel- 
opment in this country, will be that 
the newly elected Congress to be chos- 
en in November, will strongly favor 
tiberal waterway apropriations. 

While the short session of the old 
Congress, which will meet in Decem- 
ber and continue to March, may make 
farge authorizations for waterways in 
this country, there is no iikelihood 
that the St. Lawrence project will be 
ready for the consideration of Con- 

reas then. In fact, the supporters of 
shat project do not want to bring up 
until the new long regular session of 
Congress. ax they believe there would 
not be time to secure action at a short 
session. This means that efforts will 
wy tnade to bring the subject before 
the new Congress in its first regular 
session, beginning a year from next 
Deceinber. Should Coolidze fail of el- 
sction and a democrat be chosen the 
new Congress would be called in ex- 
‘ra ression next spring and the St. 
Lawrence question would be raised.
